THREE BEREAVEMENTS IN 
THE FAMILY IN TWO WEEKS. 


The Accident Calls Attention to the 
Congested Condition of Washington 
Avenue and the Necessity for 
Extreme Caution. 


Members of the Woman's Noonday Club, 
who gather daily at the headquarters on 
Sixth. street, between Locust and St. 
Charles, wondered why their librarian, Miss 
Mary A. Gardner, was laté Friday. At 10 
o'clock she had not yet appeared and anx- 
lety began to spread over the features of 
the early comers 

“She must have the grip,’ said Miss Jen- 
nie Bowles, tre Secretary. “If we do not 
hear from her soon I will send a message 
to her.”’ . 

A newspaper man visited there at that 
hour, and, noticing no signs that the mem- 
bers were aware of the tragic fate that had 
befallen the woman who was their libra- 
rian since the club was organized, he de- 
parted. 

Miss Gardner, ‘silver-haired and delicate, 
was crushed to death under a coal wagon 
at Ninth street and Washington avenue, 
Thurs@ay afternoon. She was another vic- 
tim tothe list, which, considering the heavy 
traffic from the Eads Bridge and the 
crowds along. Washington avenue. is re- 
markably small, though narrow escapes are 
recorded daily. 

At every street corner from Third to 
Tenth men and women wait for the Lin- 


dell and Bellefontaine electric cars, remain- 
ing in the street. At the Broadway crossing 
the ladies’ squad police are continually 
warning women to remain on the sidewalk 
until their cars approach, as there is a 
constant procession of coal and transfer 
Wagons going east from the bridge. 
Miss Gardner, after leaving the clubrooms 
Friday afternoon went to the Public Li- 
brary and then started for the Lindel] cars, 
destined for her home at the southeast 
corner of Page and Vandeventer avenues. 
Four horses, pulling a coal wagon, driven 
by Otto Fleischauer of 3133 Obear avenue, 
came by and inc woman found herself in 
a tight place between passing cars and the 
team. Whether she‘ lost her presence of 
mind in avoiding the hoises’ hoofs and ran 
against the car, or whether two men who 
stood near her jostled her, will pérhaps 
never be known. The granite street was 
slippery and a moment later Miss Gardner 
orn the huge wheels crushing her arm and 
side. 

Dr. P. J. Heuer, who was on a Ss 
car, rushed to her and had her seninear te 
Wear & Boogher’s dry goods store. where 
he gave her hypodermic stimulation until 
the ambulance came. Then he rode to her 
home, where Dr. Spencer Graves was sum- 
moned. Death ensued in an hour and a 
half. Miss Gardner had been able only to 
give her address and her keys before she 
became unconscious, 

When the woman’s home was reached 
a pathetic sequel came to light, Her sis- 
ter. Mrs. Timothy D. Turner, and the lat- 
ter's husband were in Godfrey, Till. at- 
tending the funeral of Mr. Turner's sjster- 
in-law. who is the wife of the late post- 
master at Godfrey. a brother of T Pp 
Turner's. The postmaster died the dav 
after Christmas. Thus there have pboen 
three bereavements in the family within 
a fortnight. . : 

Postmaster Turner and his wife cela. 
brated their golden wedding a few months 
ago. When death claimed the venerab] 
postmaster his aged wife faded quickly 
and her relatives say grief killed her. — 

When the Turners returned from God- 
frey at 11 P- m. Miss Gardner was dead 
and their home was full of distressed 
neighbors. 

“When my sister-in-law. Mrs. Turner. 
died Miss Gardner prevailed on me to «co 
to the funeral.’ said Mrs. Timothy Tur- 
ner Friday. “She asked me to carry her 
condolences to them. Little did she sun- 
pose that when T returned it would be to 
find her a corpse.” 

A nephew of the dead woman eaid he 
had communicated with the Lindell Railway 
officials to order the conductor on the car 
to make a report of what had occurred 
and to furnish the names of eye-witnesses, 

Miss Gardner had resided in St. Louis 
forty years. She was over 70 years old. 
She and her sister, Miss Susan, now a resi- 
dent of Riverside, Cal.. formerly conducted 
a millinery store in Sedalia and Spring- 
field, Mo. She was for years a member of 
Rev. 8S. J. Niccolls’ congregation. The fam- 
ily has not determined on funeral arrange- 
ments. The interment may be in the family 
burying ground in Gloucester, J.

HE IS ALLEGED TO BE

SCHEME TO BUILD SMALL FACTO- 
RIES THROUGHOUT THE 
STATE. 


BUT THE PROMOTERS WERE 
TO MAKE EVERYTHING. 


Headquarters Were at Washington, 
Mo., and All of Them Are 
Now Under Arrest by the 
Federal Government. 


Inspector Williams of the local postof- 
fice secret-service force has gone to Phila- 
delphia to bring Henry Ringbeck to St. 
Louis for trial before the Federal Court 
of the Eastern District of Missouri on the 
charge of using the United States mails 
for fraudulent purpoees. 

Ringbeck is the last man to be arrested 
in the gang of five who are alleged to 
have operated a gigantic swindling game 
upon Washington. Mo.. under the guise of 
cob-pipe factory Sromoters. The others 
are William Ruff, arrested at Marthasville, 
Mo., November 11; Arthur Milller and Elias 
W. Northstein, arrestedgat Washington, 
Mo., November 18, and §@& E. Withington, 
arrrested at De Soto, Mo., November 15. 
These men were brought to St. Louis and 
released on bond to stand trial at the next 
term of the Federal Court. 

The fraudulent scheme charged to the 
prisoners was ingenious and far-reaching. 
be:ng cperated all over the country, but 
particularly in Missouri,’ Pennsyivania, 
Ohio, Indiana, South Carolina and Louis- 
jana. 

‘‘Ringbeck was the leader of the gang,” 
said Postoffice Inspector Dice. “‘He did 
the fine work, and the others helped out. 
They played upon the popular desire to 
make money quickly, and also worked upon 
the civic prde of the prominent citizens 
of small towns. 

“Their headquarters was at Washington, 
Mo. Over the signature of ‘Miller Broth- 
eres’ they would write letters to the May- 
ors of smal] towns urging that a cobpipe 
factory be-established in each piace under 
their cirection. 3 
‘These letters explained in detail how 
av great amount of money could be made 
out of useless corncobs by turning thom 
into pipes. They also dwelt upon the many 
advantages that wouijd accrue to a con:- 
munity having a large factory employing 
many hands in its midst. 

“A etter seldom failed of result. A 
meeting would be called by the Mayor or 
other person addressed, and a company 
formed to operate the cob-pipe factory. 
Miller Bros. would sell them the machin- 
ery and guarantee to furnish a man to 
superintend the plant for six months and 
see that it made money. 

“For suggesting the factory and furnish- 
ing the machinery. which was worthless, 
Miller Bros. would collect from. $500 to 
$3000. There is no way of calculating how 
many of these plants were put up, but the 
number of complaints received bv this of- 
fice indicates that Miller Bros. did a land 
office business. 

“We did not hear of a single case of 
a factory getting into operation.”’ 


ENGLAND WILL RULE SOUDAN, 


This Determination Made Plain in a 
Viscount’s Speech to Sheikhs, 


CAIRO, Jan. 6.—In a long address to 
Soudanese sheikhs and notables at the Sir- 
dar’s house at Omdurman Lord Cromer 
pointed to the British and Egyptian flags 
floating together near by and said: 

“For the future you will be governed by 
the Qyeen and the Khedive. The sole rep- 
resentative in the Soudan of the two gov- 
ernments will the the Sirdar, in whom both 
the Queen and the Khedive have the fullest 
confidence. No attempt will be made to 
govern the country from Cairo, still less 
from London.” 

Then, announcing that they must look 
to the Sirdar alone for good government, 
Lord Cromer promised them perfect. re- 
ligious freedom, and, in reply to a sheikh’s 
question, assured them that the Moslem 
sacred law would be applied.

It Is Realized That the In:ztructions 
Sent to Miller May Bring on 
a Battle With the 
Filipinos. 


Speciai to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—President Mc- 
Kinley is much concerned over the situa- 
tion in the Philippines. The President's 
anxiety results from emphatic orders hav- 
ing been given Gen. Miller to land his ex- 
pedition and occupy Iloilo at any cost. 
Confirmation of this statement has come 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent on 
high authority-and was confirmed by two 
cabinet officers. It was not the intention 
of the President to begin the extension of 
military jurisdiction in the Philippines un- 
til after the arrival of the six regiments 
of gegulars, preparations for the sending 
of which are now being made, but the in- 
surgents forced the issue by occupying 
lloilo. 

Secretary pet in answer to a question 
as to whethertlor not instructions had been 
sent to Gen. Miiler to effect a landing, said: 

‘The rebels can fight or run.” 

It is believed at the Department that the 
insurgents at Lloilo number about j 

Gen. Miller’s expedition, including the 
First California Regiment, will consist of 
about 3000 men. This will, of course, be 
augmented by the marines and crew of 
the United States Steamer Baltimore, 
which conveyed the transports. 

The President’s policy may lead to a har- 
rassing war with the natives, It is hoped 
such a calamity will be averted, but it re- 
mains for the insurgents to determine what 
the results will be. 

Gen. Milier’s troops have been cooped up 
in transports for nine or ten days. e has 
had several parlexs with the_insurgents, 
who took possession of lloilo ag soon as 
it was evacuated by the Spaniards, and he 
has assured them of the beneficent charac- 
ter of his mission. He has brought these 
considerate negotiations to a climax by pub- 
l'shing President McKinley’s message of 
peace and good will to the natives. The 
Filipinos are therefore fully advised of the 
purpose of the United States to take control 
of the islands. 

Admiral Dewey has notified the Navy De- 
partment that he had sent the Concord and 
the Petrel to join the naval force under 
Capt. Dyer at Ilotlo. It is not known how 
strong a force the insurgents have at that 
oint. The F‘lipinos have no modern artil- 
ery, while the American force is Well 
equipped in that respect. 

The gunboats Concord and Petrel, sent 
to lloilo by Admiral Dewey to co-operate 
with the cruiser Baltimore in support of 
the army expedition, are the lightest 
draught vessels :n his fleet. but have power- 
ful batteries of six-inch rifles and rapid-fire 
guns. which make them among the most 
useful vessels in the fleet. After they are 
no longer needed at Iloilo they will continue 
to cruiee among the southern islands of the 
archipelago, where American jurisdiction 
has not vet been established. Confidence 
is expressed at the War Department that 
Gen. Miller will land all the troops from 
his transports by the end of this week. It 
hae been decided that a close confinement 
of the troops on shipboard for over a week 
would have a damaging effect on their 
health and spirits, which cannot be per- 
m'tted. and therefore Gen. Otis will set a 
limit on the pacific negotiations with the 
insurgents there. 

With the display of force that the army 
and navy will be able to make in the neigh- 
borhood of Lloile by the end of this week, 
it ‘s thought that the natives will abandon 
their show of resistance and welcome the 
soldiers. In any event, however, according 
to the present understanding, the troops 
will be landed without further delay.

HAVANA, Cuba, Jan. 6.—A personal en- 
sounter between Gen. Julio Sanguilly and 
the Mayor cf Hlavana, the Marquis de Es- 
taban, would have caused another Cuban- 
Spanish riot but for the American provost 
guard. 

Gen. Sanguilly went to the Albisu Theater 
with his son and Maj. Pepilio de Cardenas. 
Municipal guards had been placed at the 
theater entrance as usual, and an alterca- 
tion took place between one of these and 
Maj. Cardenas, owing to the guard's refus- 
al to salute Gen. Sanguilly. 

After the performance closed Cardenas 
went out first, and another violent scene 
ensued, The guard threatened to hit Car- 
denas on the head with his musket, where- 
upon Cardenas rushed back into the thea- 
ter calling for Sanguilly. 

As the latter responded the Mayor, the 
Marquis de Estaban, came up. Sanguilly 
shouted threateningly to the Marquis, who 
heatedly replied. 

Sanguilly then drew his revolver, threat- 
ening to shoot Estaban, at which the Mar- 
quis quickly raised his walking stick and 
struck Sanguilly in the mouth. 

A scene of the wildest excitement ensued. 
The Cubans around Sanguilly were ready 
to attack the municipal guards, who, under 
Estaban’s orders, loaded their rifles. 

But for the prompt arrival of the Amer- 
jean provost guard, which separated them, 
both parties would have fired with terrible 
results. 

Mayor Estaban asked the provost officer 
to station some of his men near the thea- 
ter to prevent an attack on the guards by 
the Cubans, who had gone off uttering loud 
threats. This was done.

Hardships Faced by Three Miners 


From Dawsor to Skaguay. 


SEATTLE, Wadsh., Jan. 6.—William 
Welsh, Frank Rejote and W. Devine of 
Portiand, Ore, who have arrived here from 
the Klondike, claim to have broken the 
overland recori from Dawson to SkKaguay, 
They left Dawson December 1 and ar- 
rived at Skaguay December 29. 

Antone Grobestis and Albert Bernard, 
two young men from New York, met with 
hard luck on the way out. They broke 
through the ice on Thirty Mile River and 
were in the water some time. They were 
finally rescued and cared for by the police. 
Grobestis lost $2800 in gold, which was tied 
on his sled. He arrived here to-day ab- 
solutely penniless. His partner is at the 
Tagish House in the Police Hospital and 
will Tose both feet as well as several fingers.

SOMEBODY WITH A MILLION. 


Tacoma Warrants, a Court Says, Were 
Reissued Without Warrant of Law.. 
TACOMA, Wash., Jan. 6.—In the Superior 

Court Judge Carroll has handed down a 

decision, which, if sustained by the Su- 
reme Court, would invalidate nearly $1,- 

000 of warrants of the City of Tacoma, 
now outstanding. These are the warrants 
which were presented by the original payee 
in 1892, 1898. and 1884 to City Treasurer 
Boggs, paid by him and then sold to war- 
rant »uyers. Judge Carroll holds that the 
treasurer had no authority to resell the 
Warrants. that the city never authorized tne 
transactions and never received any bengfit 
from their sale. He rules that the trans- 
action was a criminal one and known bv 
the warrant buyers to be such. He says 
they, and not the property holders, should 
eufler. 

According to the testimony, Boggs re- 
ceived a commission from ihe warrant buy- 
ers for re-selling the city paper. He cash- 
ed the warrants of the payee, placed them 
in a drawer and when the warrant buyers 
came for them, stamped them “not paid for 
Want of funds,”’ and released them. The 
money paid the City Treasurer was placed 
in the bank and the court finds about $700.-

among the stockholders the money and 
other property which remain after the pay- 
ment of debts and necessary expenses, anda 
that such other relief be granted in the 
premises as the court may seem just and 
proper.’ — 

The petition sets forth eight instances in 
which it is alleged the Standard O11] Co. 
has violated its charter since its organiza- 
tion in 1870, specifying the various compa- 
nies comprising the alleged trust and thelr 
capital stock.

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| GOOD NEWS FOR QUINCY. 


Two Roads Seek More Direct Connec- 
tion With Chicago and St. Louis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

QUINCY, Ill, Jan. 6.—The citizens are 
highly elated over the announcement made 
here yesterday by General rome Ram- 
sey of the Wabash that his company would 
build a track from Quincy to East Hanni- 
bal, giving this city a new and competing 
line to St. Louis and a 10 mile shorter line 
to Kansas City. New freight and passenger 
depots Will also be erected here, and the 
road, which has always used the C., B. & 
Q. terminal facilities, will become indepen- 
dent at this point. 

The rumor that the Port Arthur Route 
proposed to enter Chicago via Peoria and 
Quincy followed C. H. Bull home from New 
York, where he had been in conference with 
Messrs. Stillwell, Gilman and Drexel, who 
hold large interests in the Port Arthur 
Route. Mr. Bull states that the road be- 
tween here and Kansas City is to be re- 
built and placed in first-class condition for 
fast running of trains. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 6.—In line with 
the statement made in New York by Presi- 
dent A..F. Stillwell of the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf Railroad, that his road 
would, within four months, enter Chicago, 
it is stated here to-day that the Pittsburg 
and Gulf is arranging for close traffic re- 
lations and trackage rights with the IIli- 
nols Central and the St. Louis, Peoria and 
Northern Railroads, which will afford it a 
short line from Kansas City to Chicago, as 
well as an entrance to St. Louis. A branch 
line may be built by the Pittsburg and 
Gulf from Quincy through Beardstown to 
New Holland, Ill., where the Illinois Cen- 
trat would be tapped. At Springfield, IIl., 
on the line of the Illinois Central, the 
Pittsburg and Gulf will connect with the 
St. Louis, Peoria and Northern and it 
Beardstown it will have connection with 
the Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern Rail- 
way. 


JUDGE GROSSCUP’S SEAT. 


Iliinois Members Cannot Agree cn a 
Candidate. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—President McKin- 
ley wants the Senators and Representatives 
of the Northern Judicial District of Illinois 
to get together on a candidate to succeed 
Judge Grosscup. James Harlan is favor- 
ably mentioned, but no two members of the 
delegation can agree on the same man. 
The Harlan mentioned is the son of Justice 
Harlan of the United States Supreme Court.

The 
county board was rather stunned by the 
petition that the Overseer of the Poor be 
made subservient to the Associated Chari- 
ties, but some figures showed such a saving 
that it granted the request. In this county 
now practically all the relief-giving work 
is in the hands of Secretary Downey. 

Burlington tried this plan, modified some- 
what, but still without fatal changes, be- 
fore Keokuk got to it, and there it has 
worked to the great relief of the taxpayers 
and the worthy poor. Many thousands of 
dollars have been saved in Lee and Des 
Moines Counties since the advent of the 
Chicago sociological principles, and it 18 
confidently believed that the saving during 
the coming year under the new rules of the 
Coyncil and Board of Supervisors will be 
much more.

REQUEST OF JUDGE EDMUNDS. 


Street Car Attorneys Deny All Knowl- 
edge of the Movement and Can 
Give No Explanation. 


Si. Louisans are making an effort to have 
‘the wo-called third parallel law repealed. 
The law, which was passed by the Gen- 
@ral Assembly in 1880, provides that no 
street railway company shall build tracks 
or operate cars within three blocks of the 
tracks of a company already operating. 

A bill providing for the repeal of the law 
Was introduced in the Legislature by State 
Senator Frank Farris Friday morning. Ac- 
cording to advices from Jefferson ¢ ity, Mr. 

arris says he introduced the bill at the 
request of ex-Circult Judge Henry L, Ed- 
munds. Judge Edmunds is confined to hits 
home by illness and could not be seen I*ri- 
day morning. 

Street railway men say the bill was not 
Introduced at the instance of any St. Louis 
street railway corporation. All denied any 
knowledge of its purpose and expressed the 
opinion that the introduction of the bill was 
unnecessary, as the law has been regarded 
as dead letter by street railway men in 

t. uis. Though on the statute books, 
the magnates. with the aid of municipal 
legislators, have heretofore found a way to 
evade it and it has never been enforced. 
It has been invoked but twice and on both 
these occasions by a street railway _com- 
pent When the Mound City road was 
uflt the St. Louls Railroad Company, then 
@perating the Broadway cable, obtained an 
injunction against the Union Depot Rail- 
way Company. Similar action was taken 
by the Union Depot’ Railway Company 
against the Southern Electric. Both cases 
were carried to the Supreme Court, which 
held the law inoperative as it conflicted 
with the rights of St. Louis to control its 
streets under its Scheme and Charter. 
John H. Blessing of the Central Traction 
Co., whose lines will parallel all those now 
existing, said Friday: 

“I do not know the purpose of this bill. 
Tt was not, in my opinion, introduced in 
of the roads 
in St. Louis have abrogated their rights 
under the law as a condition to the accept- 
ance of exiensions to their franchises. The 
city, however, may desire its repeal, so 
as to remove technical interference with its 
rights.”’ 

udge H. 8. Priest, attorney for the Lin- 
dell Railway Co., said: 

“The Lindell has no connection with this 
Movement. According to my construction, 
‘the law has been repealed. It has been 
suspended in special cases by legislative 
enactment, and that amounts to a repeal. 
It has never been effective and its repeal! 
is a mere formaliiy.”’

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~ THE COMING CONVENTION. 


Yeoman work has been done by the Arrangements Com- 
mittee of the Louisiana Purchase Convention, and the people 
“ef tee: States included in the territory have reason to cor- 
dially4hank the members of the committee. 

All t States will be represented at the convention, thanks 
to the zea] of the committee and the co-operation of the 
various..Governurs. It is evident that nothing will be left 
undone to make the best impression on the delegates and 
to prove to thein that St. Louis may be trusted to celebrate 
the Louisiana Purchase Centennial in such a way as to 
eclipse all efforts of the kind heretofore made. 

The meeting of this convention may be the opening of a 
new epoch in the history of St. Louis. It is true the city is 
progressive, solid and holding her own in the march of metro- 
politan growth. 

But St. Louis has, in her citizens, her wealth and her posi- 
tion, the potentiality for catching up with and even sur- 
passing Chicago or Philadelphia, which, not taking New York 
into consideration, are her only competitors in rank and 
greatness. 

All that is needed is some striking display of St. Louis’ 
energy and enterprise. 2 

The Louisiana Purchase celebration will afford an oppor- 


and easily applied motor, they can at least hold their own 
in competing with immense manufacturing concerns and com- 
binations. But what if the electricity itself is monopolized, by 
trusts that own the entire eléctric plant’ in the cities and 
elsewhere? Such trusts could cut off the smal) artisan’'s 
power or make it too costly. Bradford exhibits one remedy. 
That city owns its own electric plant, and is supplying cheap 
motors to all citizens who want them. 
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THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


In his message to the Legislature Gov. Stephens suggests 4 
number of important lines of labor and legislation. 

First in importance to St. Louis is his urgent recommenda- 
tion that a committee be appointed and empowered to invest!- 
gate all the\departments of the municipal government of St. 
Louis, whether under Republican or Democratic control. He 
suggests that the investigation be comprehensive, thorough 
and impartial. 

Acvording to the Post-Dispatch reports from Jefferson City 
the proposed investigation is heartily supported by both Dem- 
ocratic and Republican legislators. This is gratifying, but it 
is to be hoped that the investigation will be complete and 
impartial. No other kind will serve. We have had enough 
failures and whitewashes. If the whole truth is not to be 
brought out concerning all the departments of St. Louis gov- 
ernment the matter would better be dropped. 

Another subject of importance to St. Louls is that of fran- 
chises. The Governor recommends the adoption of a law en- 
borying the principle of the Julian law, providing for the sale 
of franchises in cities. 

The value of such a law at this time, when most of the 
franchise opportunities have been snapped up, is doubtful. 
The Legislature might accomplish the end in another way. 
The suggestion of a law providing for the taxing of franchise 
values is meaty. General laws might be framed to secure to 
the people the excess of franchise profits over a fair return 
for the capital invested. 

Perhaps the best method of preventing bribery and boodle 
in the grant of franchises would be to amend the bribery law 
so that only the receivers of bribes shall be punishable. Under 
such a law the bribers would be free to testify, and corrupt 
officials in receiving bribes would place themselves wholly in 
the power of the men who bribe them. Under the present law 
the liability to punishment of all the parties concerned ren- 
ders it impossible tO obtain evidence of a corrupt conspiracy. 

In directing attention to the discrimination in favor of in- 
surance combinations in St. Louis and Kansas City, and to the 
need of further legislation in restraint of trusts and combina- 
tions to regulat2 production, the Governor invites the Legis- 
lature to a great task which will require all of its energy 
and ability to achieve satisfactory results. 

The State University should receive better treatment than 
the last Legislature gave. Both the recommendation in favor 
of its endowment and that in favor of the abolition of tuition 
fees shuuld be carried out. The institution should be placed 
upon “a permauent, sound basis as a great free university for 
the youth of the State. 

Although many subjects are touched upon, and some ex- 
cellent recommendations are made, it will be noted that the 
Governor says nothing about the abolition of the Third House. 
He has no suggestions to offer with regard to ridding the 
State of the baneful influence of the corrupt lobby. Yet there 
is no work of reform so vital as this; in fact, it is the basis 
of all other reform legislation. 
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The State is reducing its debt, but the debt of the city stands 
as forinidable as ever. Acity should no mage be in debt than 
a State.’ Both siould set a good example by paying as they 
go. The new century should see the credit system practically 
abolished. Neither nations, States, cities nor individuals 
should be debtors. 
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Commissioner Day dwells on the cordial friendship of Great 
Britain for the United States during the Spanish war, but we 
do not yet sufficiently appreciate that friendship to consent 
to reciprocity with our British neighbors in Canada, though 
the commerce of the Dominion and our own are both greatly 
hampered.

Members of the Cotton Exchange are 

greatly perturbed over what they deeclare 

to be an unreasonable increase in freight 

rates on cotton. Thursday they adopted 


the following resolution:

notes with regret the advance recently made in 
freight rates oD cotton by the St. Louls & San 
the Missouri, ge ‘ weet ao 
cific Railways from points in Indian 
Missour! Paci rritories, and Texas to St. Louis. 
These rates have been excessive and are now made 
higher and more excessive, and more unjust. Cot- 
ton is now very low in value and is leas able to 
stand an exorbitant freight. When, a few years 
ago, grain was selling at an extre mely low price, 
the *-Airoads of the Northwest greatly reduced their 
freights, because the value of the graio would 
not stand high rates. Yet, here we have railroads 
advancing an already exorbitant rate on cotton, 
with cotton selling at the extreme low price of 
three and a half to four cents at the stations from 
which it is shipped The Interstate Commerce 
Commission a few years ago passed on, and de- 
clared the rates on cotton from Indian Territory to 
st. Louls to be excessive and unjust; and now, 
with cotton selling at a much lower price, this ad- 
vance in freight is more unwarranted and more
